Document D1 : US-A1 -200206941 2 constitutes the closest prior art. 

D1 discloses an apparatus and nnethod for creating and editing play lists using a 
multi-window graphical user interface, see Fig. 6A-6E. D1 does not disclose or 
suggest removing tracks from a play list in the way defined in the independent 
method claims 1,4,10 and independent apparatus claim 7. 



Additional observations 

The number of independent claims exceeds what is reasonable in consideration of 
the nature of the invention claimed, contrary to Rule 6.1(a) and Art. 6 PCT. 

The claims are not in two-part form with respect to the closest prior art, contrary to 
Rule 6.3(b)(1) and (ii) PCT. 
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
